Ov is there any Inftance to ()e gi^ 
ven of a Mqijafih, tliat ever did alter thd 
Conftitution in the Hierarchy of. the Church 
without any Benefit to himfelf t 

Thefe are fuch mad Chimera's that they 
Cannot enter into the Head of any Man of 
common Senfe, much lefs into the Head of 
a Prince, whofe Wifdom is known to all the 
World. Again, why then all. this mad 
Noife of the Danger of the Church of Eng-^ 
Uni I \ would ask you, whether there jpe 
any one in PoNver that is a Diflenter, or was 
ever fo bred ? The Church was fate in the 
Jatc Minlftry, when the three principal Per* 
Jons concern'din it, were Men who had their 
Education among, the Fanaticksy and all whofe 
Families had been eminently engag'd in that 
Tarty ? Who never difcpver'd thele?iftRea- 
fon to make us believe, that their Religion 
rand their Zeal . for the Epifcopal Church 
was the Motive of any one of their Acli* 
ons* 
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^ft Ceems come very injurious to the Churcfa, 
And aims at fixing a Malicious Imputa.* 
tions upon it, to endeavour to perfwade the 
World tha^t.its Safety is inconfiftent with the 
Safety; of the»Nation. What, can the Church 
fee never om pf Danger^ bu^when che State 
is in the utpofl: Hazard ? 

Should your wicked Aims meet with 
that Succefs you feem to defire, how 
^n you \»fjth Rca(bn fuppofe the Church 
can be out; of Danger iurthe Hands- of a 
fi^pf/b Pri^ff, whofc Pfinciple, whofe Con- 
i^ience, and whpfe apparent Intereli it i$ 
jjtterliy to deftroy this Church, you /would 
perfwade us i^ fo dear to you. Flatter npt your 
feives, that the Pretender^ if he fliould pre*? 
nail by your Fqlly, will ever truft tq.your 
magnify 'd Principle of Pj^ve^Obigdieme ^n6^ 
f<Jon^Ri0Mcei i No-rr he will remember how 
you dealt withr his Father^ and how long; 
Be himfelf has felt the EfFeQ:s of your A^tj?- 
ws diredly contrary to that boafted Princu 
j?le. IJe will remember, that Bifhop Sanr 
froft invited the Prince of Or4»ge^ to take oa 
Ijira the Government^ and took away the 
Keys of the Tomer from that Governour, 
jvhora^his Father pijt into it. Nor can he 
^ver think, himfelf fafe in the Hands of 
fhofQ, who hayepublickly alTur'd the WorJd, 
that Nature will rebel againft Principle^ 
JhJo, his only Security will be to depriv? yon 
^f all Power Qf B^efifii^ his Defigns of Efta- 
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blifhing Vcfery and Slavery in thefe Natioos, 
and in depriving you of all Means of delive- 
ring your felvcs from his Hands/ Then will 
Jrou, too late, fee your Folly without the 
eaft Power of efca ping the Mifchiefs it has 
produced. If God and Religion have yet

& D§as feretues. And can you. Gentlemen; 
{(} reinarkable, fo well knowinto the World 
for your Learning and Knowledge in Hiftot 
ry, and in the P<i/>^ Principles be fogrofly 
im'pos'd on ? Are you, the Proteftant Clergy 
to be i^rfwaded, that a Prince bred in aO 
the Rigour of the Bcfifb Sujperftition, with- 
out any means of a )uit Information of the 
Tr,uth, can evetr meanthefe Benefits, thefe 
frivil^es for you ? Nay, does be fo much 
as believe, that you are any Clergy at all ? 
Does^ he not efteem you as Ltjmen ? Is the 
ftory of the Ntg^i-Htad OrJUnstion fo much 
forgotten by you, tho* the Pafiflt Mi^- 
tiaries have made \o frequent and lb late a 
i^oife aboiit it ? The Pi^/^Frir/^ who wrote 
an Anfwerto Jjejt^ himlelf within theie few 
■Months Urges it. How can you then think 
that die Prtttader means thefe Favours foe 
you, the Proteftant Church of £x^/«»^Clerp 
gy ? No, thefe Favours are meant for the 
JefaifSf MmkSf RyerSf zni fee$iUar Ckrgy of 
the Romijb Chiirch, that are tO ^njoy the 
Benefits of bis Reign, which God of his 
Mercy avert fi:oii\ thefe Nations. You Geil- 
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d^men muft befo far from any Ad\ranrage 
frofflit, that you will afly every Man of ycM* 
be ftrippM of all yoqr Benefices, aad turn'd, 
a drift to feek a Maintenance what way yoi| 
can get it. Your Wives and Children wilV 
be infaoiouSi and a By^word among his 
(^reatures^ and (bare the WaQt.and Cof^n 
tempt of tlieir Parents. 

So that if ]K>u had no Religion, no Senfs 

pryour Duty to God in this Affair, common 

"iPrudence ev'n for ybur Temporal Jntereft 

Ihould unite you againft this common Fp9 

fo your Religion and Property.

Thus we have done our Endeavburs to 
fliew, how Anti^Chrifi ftands opposed to 
Chrift in his Priefihood^ and in his Tyranny. 
We Iha^l only fay one Word of his Oppon- 
tion to him as Prephet. And bccaufe we have 
Reafdn to fear that we have been already 
tedious, we fhall pafs by the other Prophe* 
tical Punftions, which are fo nearly ally'd 
to thofe of the Priefihooi^ and only juft lay 
Something of his PrcdiQrions. Our Saviour 
foretold the Dcftruftion of "^erufalem^ and of 
the fecond Temple to confirm the Faith of 
ChrifHafJSy and to augment their Charity, by 
fhewing how little Dependance is to be had 
Upon the Pompiand Glory of this World, and 
upon outward and appearing Sanftity. JmU 
Chrtfi foretells the fall of the third Temple, 
which our Saviour has affurM us fhall never, 
fall, only that he may devide ancl embroil 
. the World, and entinguilb Charily, for the 
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Danger of the Cbwr^b has now for fame timo 
been the general Out-cry, But may we not 
have leave to ask thefe niany AntuChriJis^ 
when they fay the Church is in Danger^ 
what they mean by the Church ? And of 
whom it is composed ? What the Danger iS| 
with which it is threatned, and from whoni 
or whence it muft come ? May we not hava 
leave to ask them one plain Queftion, Ar© 
the Souls of Men, to whom they preach io 
T^Mger ? If they are not, Why d« they preach 
to them ? But if they are, is that the pmr 
ger they fpeak of, whcp they f^y the Chqrch 
is in Danger ? Or is it another Danger ? Jf 
they fay 'tis another Danger, can any thing 
be more ridiculous ? Can any thing be more 
abfurd when the grand Concern, n?iyy the 
only Concern^ the very M of thofe to whpn» 
they fpeak liesac Stake, to alarm them with 
Trifles ? Nay, what compared to that is not a 
Trifle ? There is not one of them that preaches 
to a private Congregation, but every Serijioa 
that he preaches is the lafl: to Tome of them, 
to one ot them at Uaft- And who knowflf 
when they are Affembled, who that ong 
may be ? W'hp knows hgiw near to himfelf 
is Death and flnai Judgment ? Ho>i(r near 
CO j» Danger i$ terrible to coix^ive ? And 
can this Fooiifh, this Trifling, this impudent 
preacher pretend to a^arm thera with anoh 
(herDgngefi mW\\ of fprnethiog^mor^re- 
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mote, a Peril perhaps in Fancy, or in Fifti- 
©n only, a Danger, be it what it will, that 
is liot worth a Moment^s Thought, com- 

fiarM to this ftupendious Danger ; is not this 
ike putting a Man in n>ind (who is about 
to perifh in a Storm a thoufand Leagues off 
from Shore, jud in the Moment, that the 
Ocean's dreadful- Abyfs is ready to fwallow 
him) of putting him in Mind of fome trifling 
Lofs that he is hke to fuftain on Shore? Would 
i)ot this be Barbarous ? Would not this be a 
moni^rous Mocking of him, juft in the ter- 
^rible Moment that he is about to perifh ? 
Would it not bq^by fo much the more bar* 
barous, by fj much the more monftrous, in 
that it fbould come from one who muft be 
about to peHfh with him ? 

But if by this Danger he means the Dan- 
ger of Damnation, which the Souls are in 
to- whom he Preaches ; from what or whence 
is this Danger fearM ? Is it from the aftual 
and habitual Sins of his Hearers ? Or have 
they fo few of both, that they are at leifure 
to apprehend Damnation from fomething 
more Foreign, and more remote ? It is from 
their a^ual add habitual Sins, and that ex- 
tream Cprruption that reigns in the Con- 
gregation to which he preaches ; for in what 
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not fome Prcichers brought them into thli 
Danger ? And is it in their Power to help 
them out of it ? And are they contented 
with barely threatning it ? Has it not been 
made moft clear, and raoftconfpicuous, that 
the extrcam Corruption of the Laity pro- 
ceeds from the AHtiChrifiidn Doftrines, and 
Jnti-ChrifiUn Pra£lices of fome certain 
Preachers ? Let but thofe Preachers reform 
their Doftrines, and their Praftices, and PIl 
engage that the wicked Laity fball reform 
immediately. 

But alas ! The Danger that thofe Preach- 
ers threaten, is not from the infenfible People 
to whom they preach, is not from the ex- 
tream Corruption of Manners that reigns in 
their Congregations. For where have thofe 
Prophets ever inveigh'd againft their moft 
'predominant Vices ? By what Sermons have 
they ever fignaliz'd themfelves againft their 
Ambition^ againft their Avarice^ againft their 
Opprelfions, their public and private Ra^ 
pines ; againft their new, their unheard of,^ 
their unnatural Luxury ? Did they ever 
threaten them with Danger from thefe? Are 
they really in no Danger from thefe ? Are 
they not in a thoufand Times more Dan- 
ger from thefe, than they can be from any 
thing elfe in the World ? If they are, why 
are they not told fo ? If they are not^ 
from what wonderful^ what inconceivable 
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thtngis it from which they are now in Daq- 
gcrf 

From what has been faid, it is plain, thai 
by the Dd»ger of the Churchy thefe Preachers 
mean not the Danger of Damnation^ which 
their Hearers are in from their numerous and 
crying Sins. It follows then, that they mean 
fomething that is of no concern to their 
Hearers ; for if they would fpeak of* things^ 
that are of any concern to thrn^ why not 
their main, their whole,, their tremendous 
Concern ? Why do they omit that, and 
threaten them with Trifles ? Why do they 
not mention it, or while they mention.it, 
fy^^k of it To very coldly ? They, who while 
they fpeak of the Danger of the Church de- 
clare it fo very warmly ; is it not (hrewdly 
to be fufpefted, that by the Qburcb they 
mean themfelves ? Mean their own Inte- 
feft^, and their own Power. O fooUfh an4 
piiferable Laity ! to be fo much alarm'd, 
deluded, and divided by thofe who are fo 
cool, fo unconcern'd iov jou\ fo very warm, 
and fo very much concernM fpr themfejrVes, 
who not only negleft your rcdPangers^ but 
by^ falfly alarming with imaginary Ones^ 
bring you into the only real and dreadful 
Danger. For let me. ask you once more, 
what is this pretended Danger of ch^ Church ? 
Is it the Danger of the Cafht^if Chwfih^ a- 
!g«iaft which otir ^avioKi: lias toiid us, that 
; * ^ the 
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the Gates of HeUfbd not frevail t Is not this 
Affurancc enough that it (hall not foil ? Oir 
ate fome Priefts more dangeroos than the 
Devil > Or by the D Anger €f the Churchy do 
they mean the Difcipline and Government of 
any particular Church? As for example ; 
the difcipline and Government of the Church 
of EngUnd ; are thefe in Danger to be aU 
ter'd? Suppofing they were, thefe are things 
by the Confeflion of all, of no Ncceffity to 
Salvation ; are things by the Cqnfeffionof all, 
but themfelves, at Liberty to be alter'd in 
every Nation at the Will of the Legiflators. 
And confeqnently if this Danger were real, 
k would be of no Significancy to their 
Hearers : But this Danger is not real^ and 
rto fhadow of Proof has been brought to 
fbew, that the Difcipline and Government 
of the Church are is any manner of Peril ; 
nay, unanfwerable Arguments have been 
btbught to prove, that they are not in Dan- 

ter. ^ O foolifh and wretched people ! To 
e thus incensM and exafperated againft each 
other by the vain Fear of a fiftitious Dan- 
ger, which were it true, would be ten Thou- 
land times le(s than the Danger into which 
it brings you ! A Danger^ which l^ the Con- . 
feffion of JUj is the moft real and moft ter- 
rible of all Dangers ; thfe Danger of Eternal 
Damnation for your .want of Clulrity, 
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Thecxafteft Difcipline of the moftperfefl 
Church, is only in Order to the laving o£ 
Souls. The defign'of our Saviour's coming 
into the World was to fave Souls, and not 
to eftablifh Difcipline ; for where is the Dil^ 
• eipline which our Saviour EftabliftiM ? Can 
any thinking Man believe, that our Saviour 
Jfifus Chrifl who camp te pull down . tho 
Partition-VJ^iW that was between* the Jews 
and the Gentiles^ by abolifhing the Ceremo- 
nial Law, and the Eccledaftic Difcipline of 
the Jewijb Nation, would ever defign ano- 
ther certain Difcipline and other certain Cere^ 
monies, which he could not but forefec, 
would create a Divifion among his future 
Difciples ? But Jnti^ChriJi defigns by de- 
ftroying Charity to damn Souls, that he 
may prefcrve Difcipline; 'tis the Danger 
that Bcclefiaftical Difcipline aims at, at which 
he is conftantly alarm'd. O vain and impu- 
dent pretence ! For fuppofe the Danger true, 
as it is moft certainly falfe, how very fooliOi 
muft that Preacher be, who pretends to be, 
alarm'd at any thing more, than at the Dan- 
ger of thofe Souls, .which alone he preaches 
to fave them the banger of? Thofe Souls, for 
whiqh alone our Saviour dyM. How many 
of thofe miferable Souls have been for ever 
k)ft, while they have been hearkening 'to 
the Danger of the Church, and dying im- 
penitent ill Hatred, and in devilifh Malice 
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by the lofti^atipn of thofe th6ir PaftorS i-^ 
g^infft their innocent Brethren, have to thcit 
everlafting Coafufion found in Hell that the 
Church is not in Danger f 
. Thus far this admirable Book, Which is 3, 
(ulfiderit Confutatibh of their Clamour ot 
the banger of the Church. But yfet my de« 
lire being to convince the miftaken Members 
of the church, I (hill ekarhirie all I ever 
tould hear of tbeit^ Ajpprehenfionsaiid Fears*

Qiurch acerfturnM out^ a^d Low-Churdi 
M^ti put in; thfeir Places, 'to this, I aa- 
iWer, that I know not What High^Charch is,' 
dr what they mean by a TVr; at this time.
